After they had thus ſas X 
luted and embꝛaced each other, they mounted againe on Yozſes 
backe, and rode toward the Citty,deuiſing and recounting,how 
being childzen,they had paſſed their youth in frieudlie paſtimes: 
where, by the meanes of the Citizens, Egiſtus was receiued 
with triumphs and ſhewes, in ſuch ſoꝛt that hee maruelled how 
on ſo ſmall a warning they could make ſuch pꝛeparation. Paſ- 
ſing the Streets thus with ſuch rare ſights , they rode an to the 
Palace: where Pandoſto entertained Egiſtus and his Sicilians 
with ſuch banquetting + ſumptuous chere, ſo royally , as they 
had all cauſe to commend his P2incely liberality: yea, ſhe very 
baſeſt Slave that was knowne to come from Sicilia, was vſed 
wieh ſuch courteſie , that Egiſtus might eaſilie 2 how

mille to diflike him. This honeſt familiarity increaſed daylie 
moze and moze betwirt them: foz Bellaria noting in Egiſtus a 
Pz3incely and bountifull mind, adozned with ſundzy t excellent 
qualities , t Egiſtus finding in her a vertuous courteous diſ- 
poſition , there grew ſuch a ſecret vniting of their affections, 
that the one could not well be without the company of the other: 
inſomuch that when Pandoſto was buſied with ſuch vꝛgent af- 
faires, that he could not be pꝛeſent with his friend Egiſtus, Bel- 
laria would walke with him in the Garden, « there they two in 
pziuate pleaſant deuices, would paſſe away their time to both 
their contents. This cuſtome fill continuing betwirt them, a 
certayne melancholy paſſion ent ing the mind ol Pandoſto, daoue 
him into ſund2y and doubtfull thoughts. Firſt, he called to mind 
the b or his wife Bellaria, the comlineſſe and haauerp ot his 
friend Egiſtus, thinking that lone das abone all Lawes,ethere-

tp was of of no fo2ce* Theſe t ſuchil ike doubtful thoughts a long 
ſmothering in his ſtomacke, began at laſt to kindle in his 
mide aſecret miſtruſt, which, increaſed by ſuſpition, grew at 
lat fo flaming iealonſie, that ſo tozmented him, as he could take 
no teft. Ve then began to meaſure all their actions, and miſcons 
Trae of their too pꝛiuate familaritie, iudging that it was not 
foz honeft affection, but foz viſozdinate fancie : ſo as he began to 
them moꝛe narrowly , to ſe if he could get any true 0z 
p2ofe to conficme his donbtfull ſuſpition - Urhile thus 
— her lokes + geſtares , and ſuſpeaed their thonghts and 
meanings, thay tiwo filly Sovles, who doubted nothing 
his trecherous infort , frequented daily each others — 
which dzave him into fuch a tranticke paſſion, that he began to

deirous to ſpeake with him of certayne affaires that touched

uion made manifeſt whole piracy which andolto had 
deuiſed againſt him, deu ring Egiſtus not to account hiin a trai⸗ 
toz foz be wꝛaxing his Maſters counſell, but to thinke that her 


did it foz conſciencs: hopiag that although his Pater inflamed 
with rage, oz incenſed by ſome Uniſter repozts, oz * 
peeches, 
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ſpeeches, had imagined ſuch cauſelefſe miſchiefe Sth 
 Hoaldpacifie his anger, andtry thoſe talebearers 
Paraſites , then hee would count him as a faithfull Sernant, 
that with ſuch care had kept his Paſters credit. Egiſtus had 
not fully heard Franion fell fozth his Tale, but a quaking fear 
poſſeſſed all his lim nes, thinking that there was fome treaſon 
wzought, and that Franion did but ſhadvow his craft with theſe 
kalle colours: whereſoꝛe he began to ware in choler, and ſaid, 
thatſhe donbtednot Pandoſto, fith he was his friend, and there 
had neuer as yet bene any bꝛeath of amitie : he had not ſought 
to invade his Lands, to conſpire with his enemies, to diſawve 
his Subiecs from their allegiance : but in woꝛd nnd thought 
he cefted his at all times: he knew not therfoze any tauſe, that 
ſhould moue Pandoſto to ſake his death, but ſuſpected it to bee 
a compacted knauery of the Bohemians, to bꝛing the King and 
him at oddeg. Franion taping him in the midſt of his talke, 
told him, That to dally with Pzinces, was, with the ſwarnes, 
to ung againſt their death, and that if the Bohemians had 
intended any ſuch miſchiefe , it migbt haue biene better 
bzonght to pale, then by reuealing the conſpiracie: therefo:e 
his Paieftp did ill, to miſconſtrue of his good meaning, ſith 
his intent was fo hinder treaſon, not to become a Trayto2: and 
to confirme his pzomiſes , if it pleaſed his Paiefy to fire into 
Sycilia, foz the ſafeguard of his life, het would goe with him:

ments. Egiſtus hearing the ſalemne pzoteftations of Franion, 
beganne to conſider , that in N oue end Kingvomes, neither 
Faith noꝛ Law is to bet reſpeged : donbting that Pandoſto 
thought by his death to deſfroy his Pen, and with fpeedie 
Marre to innave Sycilia. Theſe and ſuch doubts thzoughly 
weighed, hee gave great thankes fo Franion, pzomiſing , if 
hee might with life returne to Syracuſa, that ber would create 
dim a Duke in Sycilia - craving his counſell how hee might 
eſcape ort of the Coumtrey. Franion who haning ſome ſmall 
skill in Nauigation , was well acquaynted with the Pozts 
and Bauens, and kneiv enery danger in the Dea , toyning in 
counſel with the Mater of Egiſtus Nany.rigged all their ſhips, 
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bb flit of "ICT 
fed tt: a adat, let them lie at ancho2,tobe in the wort 
re wen time t wind ſhoudd ſerue. Foꝛtune, although 
blind, vet by chance, fauouring tins iuſt cauſe, ſent them wit in 


ſir dapes a god gale of wind: which bran'o!, lecing fit koꝛ their 
purpoſe, to put. Paudoſto ont of ſuſpttion, the ni aht tefoze they 


ſhauld ſayle, he went to him andp2oimniſed, that the next day he 
would put the deuite in pzacice ; fo2 he had got ſuch a faycible' 
popſon as the very ſmell thereof would pꝛocure ſudden death. 
Pandoſto was iopfull to heare this god newes, thought etherx 
houre a day, till he might be glutted with bloudy reuenge : but 
his ſuit had but ill ſucteſſe:ſoꝛ Egiſtus fearing that delap might 
bꝛeed danger, and willing that the graſle ſhould not be cut from 
vnder his feet, taking bag and baggage, by the helpe of Franion 
con ieped himſelfe, and his men, out at the Poſterre gate of the 
Citie, ſo ſecretly, and ſpeedily, that without any ſuſpition they 
got to the Sea; ſhoꝛe: where, with many a bitter curſe, taking 
their leaue of Bohemia, they went a bod, weighing their an⸗ 
choꝛs, and hoiſting ſaile, they paſced as faſt as wind g ſea wauld 
permit towards Sycilia: Egiſtus being a ioyfull man that he has 
ſafely paſt ſuch treacherous perils. But as thev were quietly! 
floating on the Sea, Pandoſto and his Citizens were in an vp- 
roꝛe: foꝛ ſeeing that the Sycilians without taking their leaue 
were fled away by night , the Bohemians feared ſome treaſon, 
and the King thought that without queſtion his ſuſpition wag 
true, ſeeing the Cupbearer had bew2ayed the ſum of his ſecret 
pꝛetente. Whereupon he began to imagine that Franion ę his 
wife Bellaria had conſpired with Egiſtus, and that the feruent 
affection ſhe bare him, was the onely meane of his ſecret depar« 
ture: inſomuch, that incenſed with rage, he commaunded that 
his wife ſhould bee carried ſtraight topziſon, vr till they heard 
further of his pleaſure. The Guards vawilling to lay their 
hands on ſuch a vertuous Pꝛinceſſe, and vet fearing the kings 
fury, went very ſozrowfull to fulfill their charge: comming 
to the Queenes Lodging, they found her playing with her 
young Sonne Garinter : vnto whom with teares doing the 
meſſage, Bellaria aſtoniſhed at ſuch a hard cenſure , and fin- 
ding her cleare conſcience a ſure aduocate to plead in her cauſe, 
went to the Pziſon molt willingly : where with 1 
, res. 
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teares ſhe paſt away the time, till the might com l. 
But Pandoſto, whoſe reaſon was turprefſed with rage, and 
whoſe'vnbaidled Folly was incenſed with fury; ſeeing Franion 
had bew2ayed his ſecret-,and that Z giſtus might well be railed 
on, but not reuenged: determined to w2eake all his wꝛath on 
poo2e Rellaria. Ye t extoꝛe cauſed a generall N ꝛcclamation to 
be made thꝛough all his Nealme, that the Queene ard Egiſtus 
had by the helpc of Franion, net onely committed moſt inceſtu- 
tu aa lterie, but alſo hadconſpired the Kings death: wherup⸗ 
onthe traytoz Franion was fled away with Egiſtus, 4 Bellaria 
was molt iuſſ ly impꝛiſoned. This Pꝛotlamation being once 
b'azed thozow the Countrey, although the vertuous diſpoſition ' 
of the Qucenedid halfe diſcredit the contents, pet ſo ſuddaine 
and ſperdy meſſage of Egiſtus,x the ſecret departure of Franion 
[nIaced them (the circumſtances th2oughly corſidered) to think 
th it. doth the Pzoclamation was true, and the Ring greatly in⸗ 
tued: pet they pittyed her caſe; as ſa r full that ſo god. a La- 
dy ſhoulo be croTed with ſuch aduerſe Foztune. But the King, 
whoſe reſtleſſe rage would admit no pitty , though that al- 
though he might ſufficiently requite his wines falſhowd with 
the bitter plague ol pinching penurie, yet his minde ſhould ne- 
uer be glutted with revenge, till hee might haue fit time « op- 
poztunity to repay the treachery of Egiſtus, with a fatall iniurp. 
But a curſt Cow hath often-times ſhozt hozres, and a willing 
mind but a weake arme. Foz Pandoſto,although he felt that re- 
nenge was a ſpur to warre , ard that enuy alwayesp2offereth 
tele, yet he ſau, that Egiſtus was rot only of great puiſlance 
and pꝛoweſſe to withſtand him, but had alſs many Rings of his 
alliance to ayd him, if need ſhould ſerue: foꝛ he married the Em- 
perours Daughter of Ruſsia. Theſe and the like conſiderations 
ſomething danted Padoſto his courage,ſo that he was content 
rather to put vpa maniteſt iniury with peace, then hunt after 
reuenge, diſhonour and loſſe : determining, ſince Egiſtus had 

, eſcaped ſcot-fre&,that Bellaria ſhould pay foz all at an vnreaſo⸗ 
nable pꝛite. 

Remapning thus reſolute in his determination, Bellaria 
continuing ſtill in Pꝛiſon, and hearing the contents of the Pꝛo⸗ 
clamation, knowing that her minde * neuer touched —

His Nobies, hearing 
of the Kings cruell ſentence, ſought by perſwaſions to diuert 
him from his bloody determination: ſaying befoze his face the 
innocency of the Child, e vertuous diſpoſition of his wiſe, how 
tHe had continually loned and hongured him ſo ter derly , that 
without due p2oofe he tould not, noz ougtt not to aypeachher of 
that crime: and if ſhee had faulted, yet it were moze honozabls 
to pardon with mercy, then to puniſh with ertreamitie, 4 moze ,

Which ſudden fight made the po ze 
Girle to bluſh, and to dye her chaiſtall cheekes with the Mirmil⸗ 
lion red: which gaue her ſuch agrace, as ſhee ſeemed farre moꝛe 
beautifull : and with that ſhe roſe vp, ſaluting the P2ince with 
ſuch modeſt courteſies , as hee wondzed how a Tountry Paid 
could affo2d ſuch courtly behauiour. Doraſtus repaying her 
courteſie with a ſmiling countenance, began to parle with her 
on this manner:

Doraſtus ſccing 
Fawmia held him ſo hard, thought it was vaine ſo long to beat 
about the buſh : therefoze hee thought to haue giuen her a freth 
charge: but hee was ſo pꝛeuented by certayne of his men, who 
miling their M aiſter, came poſting to ſteke him, ſeeing that he 
was gone foꝛth all alone: pet befoꝛe they dzew ſo nigh, that they 
might heare their talke, he vſed theſe ſpeeches:

Porrus [&ing himſelfe ſo cunningly betrayed, durft not cry 
out, fo2 hee ſaw it would not pꝛeuaile: but began to intreate 
Capnio and the ꝙ ariners to bee god to him, and to pitty his 
eſtate, hee was but a pe man that liued by his labour : they 
laughing to ſc the ſhepheard ſs afraid, make as much haſte as 
they could to ſet him aboozy.Porrus was noſoner in the ſhippe, 
butheſaw Doraſtus walking with Fawnia , pet heſcarce knew 
het: foz ſhee had attired her ſelfe in rich apparell, which ſo in- 
creaſed her beauty, that thee reſembled rather an Angell, than
